and honor; and if they can ever get 
evidence before the grand jury that 
they have been offered bribes, lot them 
be sure to do it.

ESSENCE OF NEWS. 


A Sparrow Vritua Donna. 


M. Miugaud, a naturalist of Nimes, 


Franco, gives, in La Revue Scieutifique, 
an interesting account of the musical 
accomplishments of a sparrow in his 
collection of living birds, fie captured 
the sparrow soon after it had been 
hatched and fed it by hand until it 
could cavo for itself. Then ho placed it 
in a cage containing a clwfHnch, a gold- 
finch nud two canaries. After n time 
the sparrow learned to warble like the 
finches and to trill like tho canaries, the 
imitations being so perfect as to deceive 
tho oar. In spring AL Mingand is ac 
cnstomed to keep a box of crickets uem 
his 
birdcages. 
Two days after the 


crickets bad been placed near the cago 
containing tho sparrow tho latter began 
to imitate their cry, intermingling it 
with its songs. Even after the crickets 
had long been dead tho sparrow remeui- 
bred its lesson aud continued to repeat 
their cry. 
None of tho other birds at- 


tempted to imitate the crickets. Singu- 
larly enough, tbo sparrow never utters 
the peculiar squalling cry of its own 
species, having been removed from its 
nest too early, apparently, to have
